ONJ3 FOK THE COUNCIL. 


J3ut the prim i pal law affecting Oak- 


land was put in by Senator Braunhardt. 
At the present time the City Council | 
can pass resolutions appropriating $499 
and the Mayor cannot interfere, for his 
power only lies with ordinances. There 
will be an end to this, though, if the 
proposed law goes through. 
This is 


what its principal provisions provide: 


Every ordinance and resolution of 


the City Council of any municipality, 
providing for any specific 
improve- 


ment, or the granting of any franchise 
or other privilege, or a.i'fecting real 
property interests, or the expenditure 
of more than. $100 o£ the public moneys 
or levying tax or asscsment or estab- 
lishing rates !'or artificial light, and 
every ordinant; and resolution impos- 
ing a duty or penalty, which shall 
have passed the City Council shall 
before it takes effect, be presented to 
the Mayor 
for his 
approval. 
The 


Mayor shall return such ordinance or 
resolution to tlie City Council within 
ten days after receiving it. If he ap- 
proves it he shall sign it and it shall 
then take effect. If he disapproves it 
ho shall specify his objections thereto 
in writing. If he does not return it 
with such disapproval within the time 
above specified, it shall take effect as 
if he had approved it. The objections 
of the Mayor shall be entered at large 
on the journal <>£ the City Council and 
the City Council shall cause the same 
to be Immediate'ly published. The City 
Coitneil 
shall after five and within 


thirty days alter such ordinance or 
resolution shall have been returned 
with the Mayor's disapproval, recon- 
sider and vote upon the same. 
The 


customary melhod of passing over a 
veto is then provided. 


THE FKEE LIBRARY. 


Senator Deni; on -was also heard from 


in a local measure affecting the free 
library. It says: "The trustees o£ any 
free public library created or existing 
in a city und< r the provisions of an 
act entitled, 'An act to establish free 
public libraries and reading rooms' ap- 
proved April 2'i, 18SO, 
shall be elected 


by the qualified electors of said city at 
a general 
municipal 
election to be 


held therein on the second Monday in 
April next succeeding the passage and 
approval of thl-s act and shall hold of- 
fice for the period of four years from 
and after the Monday next succeeding 
the day of such election <tnd until their 
successors are elected ana qualified." 


HUMANE SOCIETY MEASURES. 


The effect of the visit here of Mrs. 


Lydia Prescotl of Oakland and the 
other Humane Society workers is al- 
ready apparent. 
Senator 
Boyce of 


Panta Barbara who is an enthusiast on 
the subject in:reduced a number of 
measures todas- that if passed will 
help out the societies. 


One of the most important of Boyce's 


bills declares it a misdemeanor to dock 
horses' tails in future so those desir- 
ing swell turnouts ore liable to find 
the necessary animals at a premium.' 
Another bill renders the scope of the 
work giving th-representatives of the 
societies more rights of interference 
for the protection of'ill-used animals. 


Then there is a bill for the better 


protection of tlie young. It declares 
that: "No minor under the age of 
eighteen years shall be admitted at 
any time to, or permitted to remain 
in any saloon or place of entertain- 
ment, where any spirituous liquors or 
wines, or intoxicating or malt liquors 
are sold, exchanged or given away, or 
at any place of amusement known aa 
dance-houses end concert saloons." 


As a pretty finale to all these meas- 


ures, (another of which by-the-way 
gives the couns the right to provide 
for the care of all minors under eigh- 
teen found begging or vagrants) it is 
declared that all lines obtained from 
the results of arrests for cruelty or 
other violation of the humane ordi- 
nances shall j:o to the societies in 
charge of the vork. Furthermore ap- 
propriations of not more than $150 per 
month may te made by Boards of 
Supervisors for the suport of the ben- 
evolent organizations.

gressional Buncombe." 


John Elderkin of the New York Ledg- 


er claimed under the proposed law that 
such papers as the Ledger wouH be 
excluded from the privilege of being 
entered as second-class mall matter. 


S. 3. McClure addressed himself es- 


pecially to 
Senator Chandler's pro- 


posed amendments referring to the dis- 
tribution through news agencies. 
It 


would have the effect, he said, 01: re- 
quiring publishers of magazines to or- 
ganize their own system of distribu- 
tion and thus both Increase the cost 
as well as decrea.se the circulation of 
their publications. Any addition to 
the cost would render it impossible to 
publish ten-cent magazines. 
To ad- 


vance the price of magazines to 15 
cents would be to cut the circulation 
half. 
Chandler said he did not pro- 


pose to press his amendment.

As the 
old law stands now it provides thai the 
County Assessor shall prepare the roll 
and deliver it to the County

who,

ors, must make two copies to send one 
each to the Adjutant-General end the 
Brigadier-General. 
The Assessor re- 
ceives 5 cents a name, or about ? 
1,000 


a year for. this roll-making, but the 
County Clerk is obliged to prepare two 
copies with no compensation whatever. 
"The bill as introduced instruct* the 
Assessor to make triplicate copies v.-hen 
the flrst is prepared and deliver the 
original, with two corrected ones, to the 
Clerk. After the Board of Supervisors 
makes the necessary corrections, which 
generally amount to little, «he Clerk 
certifies to the roll as required. 
"The matter Is Just this way: The 
Assessor can use typewriters and make 
three copies at the some 'time, without 
anv additional expense. It work:! no 
hardship on them, but it does to the 
County Clerks who receive nothing for 
the extra labor performed by tliem, 
white the Assessors are more than lib- 
erally compensated.

THE MIDDLEMAN. 


"When the currants reach Patras the 


shipper or middleman is ready fcr the 
farmer. He buys for cash as cheaply 
as possible, and sells to the commis- 
sion merchant at a much better price. 
The primitive caravan returns to the 
interior village well satisfied wit1! the 
exchange, and the fleetwinged saliships 
or steamers bear tons ot the fruil away- 
over every sea. The peasant Is gen- 
erally pleased with his bargain, be- 
cause his currant vines need very lit- 
tle attention. The, sail and clima/te are 
especially adapted to the culture of 
this sweet little grape. The only trou- 
ble comes when the crop is about to 
be harvested. At this time the pi opri- 
etor builds a kind of roust something 
like a wild duck blind, in a tree near 
the middle of his vineyird. 
He re- 
mains in this roost all day, armed with 
a long-barreled rifle, which he unde-- 
Stands thoroughly and will not hesi- 
tate to use, on the lookout for thieves, 
to whom the rich purple clusters aie 
a great temptation. It Is not cor sider- 
ed a crime in the Interior o-f the Pelo- 
ponnesus to kill a man who stealt cur- 
rants at this season, and I doubi if a 
Greek jury could be found who would 
condemn a vine grower for protecting j 
his property in this summary and 
most effective manner. In addition to 
the long-barreled rille, the propn "-tor's | 
watch is shared by two or thi ee dogs 
nearly as large and quite as Her :e as 
the notorious shepherd 
dogs which 
tend the flocks of faheep on Mount Par- 
nassus. 


PACKING THE CURRANTS 


The method of packing these currants 


is unique and interesting A descrip- 
tion of it is is not calculaite-d to whet 
the appetite, but the process is worth 
knowing.

bag of dried cun-anta on the unw,' shed 
floor of the shipper's storeroom. When 
the store room is full the cui rants are 
packed in barrels for American ports 
and in boxes for other markets. The 
currants are shoveled into these bar- 
rels and boxes, while a big Greek, who 
has previously washed his feet in a, 
tub of salt water, tramples down the 
fruit. 
When his fe-n get stick/ he 
jumps out of the ban el or box into a 
tub of salt water.

PATRONIZE HOME MERCHANTS. 


All this is of more or less a public 


nature. There is one feature in which 
everyone can take part at once, .to- 
ward the betterment of the city, and 
that is by patronizing the merchants, 
who have invested their means here and 
are trying to make a fair revenue on 
their capital. 


Many people (have erroneous ideas 


about purchasing. They thank that by 
going to San Francisco, they can do 
much better than by buying of some of 
the smaller firms in Oakland. In most 
cases they are badly deceived, though 
It may be hard to discover the fact. 


Oakland merchants sell just as cheap- 


ly, if 
not 
more cheaply, than tho 


tradesmen across the bay. Ttieir stock, 
is as select, thoiag-h may be in some in- 
stances, not as large. Here there is a 
steady trade and i-t floes not pay to de- 
ceive the public in order to get a little 
transient custom. What is sold has to 
be as represented, for through the keen 
competition, 
the merchant must re- 


tain the confidence of the customer, 
or lose his trade to a rival. 


One of the most prominent fli-ms in 


Oakland, recently sent a circular to ;

customers in which appeared a! 


statement that would be endorsed by j 
every storekeeper in the city.

"We are in business in Oakland fro-m

"The bill as introduced Instructs the 
Assessor to make triplicate copies when 
the first is prepared and deliver the 
original, with two corrected ones, to the 
Clerk,. After the Board of Supervisors 
makes'the necessary corrections, which 
generally amount to 'HttJ«, '(the Clerk 
certifies to the'roll as required. 
"The matter Is Just this way: The 
Assessor can use typewriters and make 
three copies at the same time, without 
any additional expense. It works no 
hardship on then,, but it doe« to the 
County Clerks who receive nothing for 
the extra labor performed by them, 
while the .Assessors are more than lib- 
erally compensated.

About 200 residents of the Piedmont 


District met last night in the Piedmont 
schoolhouse to discuss two proposi- 
tions, one an regards annexation of the 
district to Oakland, the other to form 
a sanitary" district. For nearly two 
hours they discussed and counselled 
and, finally, decided on a sanitary dis- 
trict plan, postponing, for the time at 
least the project of annexation. 


Other meetings will also be held in 


the future because, after getting to- 
gether, the residents decided to keep 
the matter of Improvements up and, 
before adjourning took the Initial steps 
toward 
forming a permanent club. 


Ladies were also In attendance at the 
meeting. Whether they^wlll be admitt- 
ed to the club IB a matter to be de- 
cided by the committee appointed to 
formulate by-laws. 


When the meeting had come to order, 


M. T. Holcomb nominated D. Edward 
Collins to preside and Mr. Collins was 
unanimously elected. 


Mr. Holcomb was nominated 
for 


secretary but declined and B. A. Butler 
was chosen instead. 


"1 suppose," said Mr Collins, "that 


this representative gathering means 
improvement in our rapidly-growing 
district and I am glad that the time 
has \come for I do not believe we can 
afford to delay. There are two propo- 
sitions before us, first to form a sani- 
tary district or to annex with Oakland 
The Citv Council, I am assured, will 
assist us and we are here to freely ex- 
press ourselves on which, proposition, 
we consider the better. 
The call for the meeting; which Is 
follows was then read. 
"As there seem* to be a growing sen- 
timent in Piedmont District In favor 
of the formation of a sanitary dis- 
trict or of annexation to the city of 
Oakland; and, aa either proposition la 
of direct Interest to every resident and 
property owner of said district, ar- 
rangements have been made for a 
meeting of the above-named resident* 
and property owners~to be held at the 
Piedmont schoolhouse, Friday evening 
January 22, 1897, at 8 o'clock, for thi 
purpose of discussing the subjects ol 
sanitation, annexation, and such other 
subjects as might result In benefit to 
our district. 
"You are''earnestly requested to be 
present, and aa the subjects referred 
to are of especial 
interpst to the 
ladies, they are particularly request- 
ed to attend . Signed D. Edward Col- 
lins Myron T. Holcomb, O. W. Kelley 
L,yman T. King, P. J. Keller, F. A. 
Leach Jr., C. A. Boy ton, M. D. I*. Had- 
ley and G. B. Daniels." 
/ 
Mr. Holcomb was the first to speak. 
"I have given the mattei considerable 
thought," he aaid, "and I have, ol 
course, formed opinions yet It would 
be surprising If amongst so many al 
opinions were the same. 
We ought 
all to concede, at the outset, that the 
differences are hcnest, that we want 
to do that which is the best for us all, 
and that no one will suspect his neigh- 
bor of any ulterior motive than to do 
the best thing for us all. 
We are 
Americana and must abide by tbe 
Jority and unite on some decided ac- 
tion. 
"Ther"e aie strong arguments 
In 
favor of both propositions, to annex 
or to construct a sanitary district. The 
Piedmont District paid « 52 taxes last 
year. In the city they paid tl.98 yet 
there are many advantages to be gain- 
ed by annexation. We could have po- 
lice and fire protection, street-lights 
free mail service and admission to the 
High School, and be a, part of the 
school system." 
Following, the speaker spoke of the 
better sale for property which lie* 
within the limits and then 
touched 
sewers. 


"The 
main question which effect* us 
i! that of sewers, we need sanitary re- 
lief and the most expeditious methodi 
•will suit me although I am In favor 01 
annexation. I believe that should we 
ask the City Council to take the steps 
to admit us that it would ask how 
much territory have you, and Inslsi 
on not going to the. expense of an elec- 
tion, unless there were more territory 
than we could carry at an election 
Therefore, I believe that the quicker 
method is to form a sanitary dlstrlci 
for these 250 acres." 


Mr. Holcomb then spoke of the cost 
and said that it would be far cheaper 
to do the work by district. Hi* plan 
he said, would be to form a district 
and issue twenty-year bond* for which 
the property would be held. 
"After one district Is formed." said 
he in conclusion, "we can ask the city 
for annexation." 
Miss Frankle Lane asked the chair 
his idea of tbe best method of laying 
the sewers. 


Mr. Collins explained and then 
Lane replied: 
"I have seen cities where the peo- 
ple have been ground to despotism by 
excessive taxes The matter of econ- 
omy, Mr. Chairman, seems to me to 
the all Important question." 
J. M. Walsh also talked from an 
economical standpoint and said that to 
annex to Oakland he 
thought 
tbe 
cheaper plan. 
"What we all desire," said he, "ta to 
have an advancement In the price of 
property, which I believe annexation 
will bring. But, if,we cannot annex 
let us Improve. The man who puts no 
money in his business cannot expect to 
succeed. 
Bo let, us improve. 
I bar* 
faith In this beautiful placet. If the 
city o* Oakland conies to us and says 
'We will build a hundred-foot boule- 
vard' ilet us meet It half-way. Let a* 
meet it with a sewer at least." 
P J. Keller said that he had learned 
lately that both Golden Gate and Tem- 
escal were r^ady to join hand* with 
Piedmont and ask for annexation. 
"All of the advantages Mr. Holcomb 
sets forth," said the speaker, "are sub- 
stantial things which we n*od. e*pec 
tally the High School advantages. Of 
course, this part does not effect me so 
much for I have only eight children. '. 
had a lone talk -with- the City En- 
gineer today and ascertained from him 
that.lt would take about sight monU*) 
to complete the sewer.

For about four 
hours we all kept turning over every

of the sun. When daylight broke It 
was seen that a low board structure 
close to which the general-ln-chlef had 
lain down was a pig pen, but Its form-

Dr. Jordan was presented by the Rev. 


Charles W. "Wendte, who said that Dr. 
Joidan'B lecture would serve to cele- 
brate the tenth anniversary of the or- 
ganization Of the Starr-King Frater- 
nity in a most delightful raanner. 


Dr. 
Jordan 
was a member of the 


United States Commission which spent 
last summer In visiting the rockeries 
and islands m Behring Sea and along 
the coast where the animals spend their 
•*ummer 
months. 
The Information 


gained by this Commission Is the most 
complete and accurate of the present 
time. 
Dr. Jordan briefly reviewed the re- 


sults and observations made by former 
expeditions and corrected many of the 
Inaccuracies of their statements. Ber- 
ing explored Alaska in 1735 and died of 
scurvy while there. lie was succeeded 
in the expedition by Stellar wlio made 
some 
most interesting notes. Stellar 


described four polar animals, found by 
him in his expedition, the sea cow, an 
animal about 30 feet long with a head 
nke a cow and a body resembling that 
of the whale. This animal han become 
extinct, the last or.e being seen about 
60 years ago, the sea otter, very rarely 
seen at the present and whose fur is 
very valuable, the sea lion, and the sei 
bear, or in modern parlance, the fur 
beal. The two latter animals are still 
very common In the north. The sea 
lion, Dr Jordan called, the deep basa 
viola 
The tones, he declared were ex- 
tremely 
melodious and of a volume

CURRANTS OF GREECE. 


Industry of the Peloponnesus That 


Americans Appreciate—How the 
Liltilo Grapes Are Picked, Packed 
and Sent to Market—1 lie 1'oit of 
Put rna. 
Those whJo enjoy the delicate, sweet 


raisir in Christmas plum puddings and 
fruit cakes seldom think how many 
miles lit has traveled to tempt the 
American palate For more than half 
a century the Peloponnesus has sup- 
plied the markets of the world with 
currants. 
Throughout the Morea the 


fertile valleys between the mighty ran- 
| ges of rugged and often barren mount- 
ains are literally covered with currant 
vineyards The demand for currants 
became so great about ten yeaia ago 
that Greek peasants cut down splendid 
olive groves, some of them centuries 
odd, to make way for the currant vine. 
Patras is the port from which these 
small grapes are shipped. About Sep- 
tember 1 the gulf of Patras begins to 
be crowded with vessels of every na- 
tionality. 
On every road leading to 
the city a peculiar caravan may be 
seen 
slowly coming to meet these 
ships. 
These caravans consist of a 


l<mg line of small donkeys, across 
whose backs are balanced two heavy 
bags of dried cuiiants. 
The leader 
of the procession is generally a stal- 
wart Greek peasant, clad In white fus- 
tenella and gayly ernbroldcded Jacket.

BICYCLE ORDINANCE VETOED. 
The Mayor's veto of t-iie bicycle ordin- 


ance was -then read. The ordinance ve- 
toed amends section 1 of the ordinance 
regulating the use of bicycles, and tiie 
Mayor, in vetoing it, among 
other 


things, said: 
"The ordinance provides • that any 


person may ride a bicycle or veloci- 
pede upnn the sidewalks, flay or night, 
which will not only be an annoyance to 
pedestrians, but will be exceedingly 
dangerous. 
"The streets of our city are in con- 
dition for riding every day of the yeo.r. 
The proper place for the bicycle is the 
street, where the chances of accident 
are very remote. Further, the courts 
have held that the bicycle is a vehicle, 
entitled to the rights and privileges of 
a vehicle such as keeping 'to the right, 
etc. A man who drives a wagon or 
carriage on the sidewalk is guilty of a 
misdemeanor. 
In this respect, 
the 
courts hold that a bicycde occupies pre- 
cisely the position of a carriage."

The prisoners, all criminals, were al 
most to a man the commonest order o 
Russians. They were going to theii 
future home, which provided they die 
not suffer from homesickness, would be 
to them a better, possibly, than the 
one they had left. For the first time in 
their lives, probably, they knew what 
it was to taste good food; they were 
going where, provided they comported 
•themselves according to the laws and 
regulations laid down for their control, 
they had every opportunity of becoming 
respectable members of the Siberian 
community. Those who would, might 
have wo-rk; and, so far from any dis- 
grace attaching to the exile, their con- 
dition was rather a recommendation 
than otherwise to the society into 
which they were to be thrown. 
Krasnolarsk and Irkutsk are 
conr 
vict settlements; both cities are weal- 
thy and beautiful. Fully'75 per cent of 
the population of the former consists 
of exiles, political or criminal. In Kras- 
nolarsk itself I was the guest of an 
Englishman who kept quite a retinue 
-of servants, every one of whom was a 
convict or a descendant of convicts. 
The coachman was a murderer; all the 
inea servants hud been convicted of 
some crimes, which in a more civilized 
country, would have entailed penal 
servitude for life, decapitation or hang- 
ing. 
Yet here they were, following 
honest employment drawing a monthly 
wage, eating well, sleeping well, and 
free to go whether they would in the 
aone prescribed to them. 
What do they lose, then by becoming 
exiles? What they lose is simply all 
rights enjoyed by the Russian citizen. 
Their existence, so far as their country 
is concerned, is absolutely 
erased. 
They are not entitled to protection 
from the police nor have they any ap- 
peal to. judiciary authority; they are 
dependent solely on the honesty 
and 


good will of those who employ them; 
but, since those who employ them are 
in many cases convicts themselves, it 
Is difficult to see where any hardship 
comes in. 
• In thi main prison c-f Irkutsk, where 
the worst criminals are kept, there is 
little to be seen that is different to the 
prison system of England, unless it be 
that the prisoners enjoy some liberty 
and communion among themselves. 
Their services are utilized in various 
ways—In tlie making of boots, mats, 
rugs or upon more important works. 
They are taug'ht cleanliness,—some- 
thing, perhaps, they did not know when 
they were free men; their Christianity 
and education are develo-ped, so that 
when they are pardoned, as probably 
most of them hope to be* they may 
return to their European or Asiatic 
homes considerably better in mind and 
body than when they left them. How 
ma^iy return? The percentage is small; 
most prefer to remain In Siberia—that 
bleak land of ice and snow as Western 
people believe it to be, but a land over-

SOME NATURAL." HELPS. 


Oakland has properly been called the 


'Athens of the Pacific, because of its ed- 
ucational and 
geographical resemb- 


lance. To the west, lie the bay and 
islands, like the Grecian Archipelago. 
Eastward rise, the slope and the Coast 
Hange foothills, of the same height and 
appearance as- Athens. This slope rises 
gently from the bay shore. At from 
three to seven miles inland, it rises in- 
to undulating foothills, from fifty to 
COO feet high. Between. the bay , and 
the hills, Nature has smiled her sweet- 
est and the level stretch on which the 
city is built, is fertile and rich in its 
resource*.

The 
atmosphere Is fresh and cool, 


•with. no harsh winds because west of 
San Francisco rises a.range-of Mils 800 
fset high; east of Oakland a range at 
Its summit from 700 to 900 feet'hlgK 
This pitches the summer trade' winds 
of the ocean upward, as they pass-over 
Oakland, and to a height of, say 900 
feet. Oakland is cool, shaded and fan- 
ned, but never windswept. It lies In 
the triangle of repose, on the slope 


of the bay, west of its own hills 


and ' under 
the cloud-bearing trade 


winds of summer.

There are seven miles of-water front, 


•jiot. including the inner harbor, which 
Is being improved and increased by the 
Government. Two sea walls of 10,000 
.and 13,000 feet extend into the bay 300 
feet apart, now twenty feet deep at low

cated the only east side harbor, an arm 
of the . bay.

The major- 
ity of them are large.airy, well-lighted 
and .comfortable. 
It has been a no- 


ticeaible feature during the past few 
years that the merchants have found it 
desirable to make -their places attrac- 
tive. If the general public .has not ap- 
preciated the efforts made to make 
shopping a pleasure, it is no fault of 
the storekeepers. 


The busy scene dally witnessed on 


Eleventh street where 'the produce, 
commission and grocery' business are 
largely located, tells in itself a story of 
commercial Independence and activi- 
ty, yet with "Greater Oakland" will 
come increased trade. 


WHAT "GREATER OAKLAND- 


MEANS. .

census of 65,000 ;new business blocks are 
in evidence; no one loiters on the 
streets out of work, for various Mnee 
of business need all the help at ihand; 
Eastern ca-pital has come here, bring- 
ing with it many first-class citizens 
and on every hand are signs of prosper- 
ity and plenty. Such may be ".Greater 
Oakland" when the work of reforma- 
tion is completed. 


rDhere is much Wihich could be added 


in this connection, but it is needless to 
go further -into details for everyone, 
who (has given the mater a 'thought, 
can see some improvement. which can 
be made. It is an obvious conclusion 
that the work will bring its own re- 
ward, both privately and publicly. 
HOW TO ACCOMPLISH RESULTS. 


Some paople may say: 
O, well, this is nice enough to talk

It is just such kind of talk that has 


kept back the progress of the city. 
Public-spirited citizens are numerous 
and though many have strived hard in 
y«ars past to bring about the desired 
end, 
others have he-Id back, believing 


the task was too great, for them to do 
even the small part whioh would fall 
to their share. 


The building of ithe pyramids was a 


mighty work, which would stagger the 
average contractor of today, yet, if 
there was not some determined minds 
among the ancients, it is doubtless if 
one single stone woul have been put 
in place. History tells us that many 
men were engaged in the gigantic 
scheme. They did not sit idly by and 
watch one -or ten to try to lift the 
heavy burdens, step by stepy higher and 
higher. 
If 
they ^had, the Raonesea, 


would probably be reposing under , un- 
pretentious . tombstones. 


Cannot a lesson be taken from these 


Egyptians, of centuries ago, who work- 
ed out such marvels, under difficulties 
-of which .we : do not know to today ? 
Certainly those who are devoting time 
and energy to the up building of a 
pyramid of prosperity 
ftor Oakland, 


should receive the support of every, 
man, woman and child, ao far as in 
tfheir power, to carry on the good work 
to a glorious conclusion. 


The Merchants' Exchange and the 


Board of Trade have taken a prominent 
part in the past, in this line.

lined for the future. 
Others, too, In 


various ways, have joined in the good 
work and now more are lined-up in 
the ranks of the improvement army.

PATRONIZE HOME MERCHANTS. 


All this is of more or less a public 


nature. There is one feature in which 
everyone can take part at once, -to- 
ward the betterment of the city, and 
that is by patronizing the merchants, 
who have invested their means here and 
are trying to make a fair revenue on 
their capital. 


'Many people have erroneous ideas 


about purchasing. They thank that by 
going to San Francisco, they can do 
much better 'than' by buying of some of 
the smaller firms in Oakland. In most 
cases 


and do as much, to induce immigration 
to Oakland as any man in California. 
Strangers passing through our city on 
the cars see Oakland at its worst. We 
must remedy .this matter Sy beautify- 
ing all that section of. the city adja- 
cent to the Sixteenth street station.

It Should Hare tbe Place of Honor 


in the Inauguration Parade.

would be -the most fitting guard of honor 
for the President-elect on the occasion of 
his inauguration should be decided. It 
eeeins to me, to favor of his old regi- 
ment, -She famous Twenty-third Ohio Vol- 
unteer Infanory,. which has turned out 
•more-'distinguishea men 'than ainy single 
organization either in the Union or Con- 
federate 
armies, and mem'bership in 


which is prized by Major McKlnley more 
tbon any other.

The Twenty-third, was -the first 
Ohio 


regiment to enlist for .three years' serv- 
ice, its predecesors having- been regiments 
of three-months' men, although they were 
afiterwards mustered for three years. The 
first colonel of the Twenty-third was W. 
S. Rosecrans, afterwards a gentleman of 
distinction, ajid a coin-ma^ncler of s'reat ar- 
mies. 
T.he .first lieutena.ret-colonel 
was 


Stanley Matthews, who was to become 
United States Senator and a justice of the 
Supreme Court of the United States. The 
first major'was Rutherford- B. Hayes,af- 
terwards general, -thrice governor oE Ohio 
and finally president b'f the U-nRed States. 
Lieutenant R. P. Kennedy -became lieuten- 
anit-governor of Ohio; his chief service 
in ithe war w.as as adjutant-general on- 
G-oneral Crook's staff. .i,iei,itena,rut "VT. C. 
Lyoin -also became lieutenant-governor of 
Ohio. Captain. Harrison Gray Otis, who 
"was, by the way, a member of the Re- 
pu'bUcan -National Convention which nom- 
inated Lincoln for the Presidency, is now 
editor of the Los Angeles (Cal.) Times. 
These are the 'names (Occurring to me at 
the moment of a few of the many distin- 
guished men Who'belong to trie Twenty- 
thirrl Ohio, besides Governor McK-lnley, 
who is the second member to
